Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's arguments filed July 27, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive, in 
response to applicants arguments that Fuller et al. does not disclose asymmetrical gain changes on opposite sides but rather a 
comparison of notch filters used in a controller, the examiner disagrees. The magnitude-frequency response of the filter incorporated by 
Fuller et al. includes two notches and an asymmetrical gain changes as claimed. Further applicants arguments that Fuller utilizes three 
filters to provide the frequency response still meets the limitations of the claims. Claim 12 recites "a plurality of notch filters" including "at 
least two" notch filters. 

In response to applicants arguments pertaining to claims 13 and 14 that the particular arrangement of filters and characteristics of gain 
changes that define the invention, the examiner is not persuaded. It is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, as evidenced by the 
Joshi et al. reference, to manipulate gain characteristics of notch filters. Manipulation of the gain characteristics is not novel and/or 
nonobvious. 
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
